ELEMENTS OF LONGFELLOW'S 


POWER. 


FIRES IN “ SK Y - SC R A P E R S. ’’ 


The “ Fire-Exting uisher” the East Thing 
Thought of—“ Fire Proof” lluilding s. 


[Chicago Times.] 
There is some sort of apparatus designed 
for extinguishing incipient tire* in almost 
every hign building in this city, but the 
chances are that there is not a person in tht 
building that understands how to nso it it 
c a se of need. 
The directions for use in 
e 
fire may be plain and comprehensive, anti 
they may afford all the information needed. 
Perhaps gome person stopping in the I mild 
ing read them as a m atter of curiosity when 
the apparatus was first put in. 
If such wa? 
the case, the prospect is that he forgot all 
that he ever knew about them in a few days. 
He never experimented 
with the 
new­ 
fangled tire extinguisher to ascertain “how 
the old thing worked,’’ and would probably 
be at raid to use it for fear of injuring his 
person or clothes. 
The first thing that a woman is likely tc 
do when a fir« breaks out in a building is t< 
scream. 
The first thing the man is likely tc 
do is to try and save his valuable papers. 
The next thing both of them will then do i* 
to make their escape. 
The last thing anj 
one thinks of is the fire-extinguisher. 
He 
does not think of that till he is out of the 
building and the flames cut off the way intc 
it again. 
Nearly all the very high buildings now 
erected in large cities are represented as fire 
proof. 
Perhaps it was the intention of the 
builders to have them such. 
The walls are 
made of brick or stone, iron is employed in 
stead of wood to form most of the supports, 
and the partition walls are composed of sub 
stances th at will not burn. 
Still, the ordinary “tire-proof” building 
contains a very large amount of wood. 
The 
floors, door-casings, doors, and furnishing 
are all wood. 
The rooms are filled with 
furniture of different kinds, all of which is 
made of wood. 
The quantity of books and 
papers in an ordinary city dwelling or of 
lice building is sufficient to supply material* 
for a fire that would ondange the lives of 
the inmates. 
They will produce flames that 
will cause a panic, and make smoko that 
will be likely to blind or suffocate those whc 
attem pt to escape. 
The people of Chicago 
have learned to their sorrow how little re­ 
liance can be placed in the claims of ■‘fire­ 
proof” buildings. 


Gen. Custer'* Introduction to Dakota. 
(Globe-Democrat Book Review ] 
The introduction to Dakota when the 
Seventh calvary arrived there, under Ou­ 
ter's command, in April, 187 3, an 1 pitched 
its tents near Yankton, was a specially for­ 
bidding one. 
It was a cold afternoon, the 
wind was blowing keenly, the sky had omin­ 
ous streaks in it, and at night a ^blizzard 
came on. 
The soldiers w-ere ordered into 
town with their horses, only a camp-guard 
being left behind; and the general and his 
w ife remained near by in a chance cabin on 
the open prairie. 
The storm raged foi 
thirty-six hours as only a storm can rage in 
Dakota, where there are “eight months of 
winter and four of very late in the fall,’ 
and no communication could be had with 
the town, only a mile away. 
The snow came down in great swirling 


The elements composing Longfellow’s 
great power in literature were many and 
peculiar. 
When taken individually they 
were not such as might insure popular 
success, but when combined, as all will ! 
attest, they were able to produce an ef­ 
fect that has rarely been equalled. 
In 
addition to this, these sources of strength 
were characteristic of the possessor, as 
many of them were entirely new and 
consequently had neve: been drawn from 
by other poets. 
His poetry was accord­ 
ingly of a nature quite novel, and. as it 
proved, highly pleasing to the people. 
Among the incidental reasons for Long­ 
fellow's matchless success may be reck­ 
oned the state of literature at the time of 
his first writing. 
Like any other product 
a work of genius is governed by the laws 
of supply and demand, and hence the re­ 
ception granted a poet’s works depends 
largely upon the existing intellectual 
wants of the people. 
Longfellow was 
especially fortunate in this respect. 
In 
America, as yet. no genuine poetry had 
been produced. 
Our forefathers, al­ 
though characteristic in everything else, 
yet could not until the lapse of two cen­ 
turies boast a characteristic muse. 
In 
England, to which our people naturally 
turned to gratify their poetical tastes, the 
opposite extreme 
was prevalent; 
too* 
much poetry was there to be encoun­ 
tered. 
The “sentimental satanic school 
of writers” was upon the scene. 
Every­ 
thing was hurried to its extreme. 
The 
depths of metaphysics, the great legends,, 
of the East, the endless stores of India, 
Egypt, and Arabia, the tales of crime and 
blood of every age, were all being ran­ 
sacked for material to feed the disordered 
fancy. 
The result was a confused mix­ 
ture of extremes which left the public 
mind in a feverish, unhealthy condition. 
After a period of such tremendous m en­ 
tal activity men naturally longed for rest. 
It was at this juncture that Longfel­ 
low’s first poetry was issued. 
It was of a 
nature admirably adapted to soothe the 
minds made disquiet by the glaring mag­ 
nificence of the English verse. 
It was 
to them like the calm summer evening 
that succeeds the 
heated 
day. 
The 
scenes presented to the sight were indeed 
the same that the day revealed; but here 
the dazzling glare of the sunshine was 
absent and in its place was that indescrib­ 
able softness and charm which twilight 
alone can give. 
Placed in circumstances 
like these and with such suitable powers, 
it is no wonder that the youthful poet 
should immediately attain to that pop­ 
ularity which has never ceased to grow. 
A distinction must here be made be­ 
tween poetical greatness and poetical 
success. 
A successful poet is not neces­ 
sarily a surpassing genius; nor in turn do 
the poems of a true poetical genius al­ 
ways meet with public commendation. 
Thus Longfellow would have ranked 
among the greatest; of poets if mere pop­ 
ularity were the true criterion of poetry. 
But the merit of true poetry, as consid­ 
ered in its primitive sense, is intrinsic 
and independent of external conditions; 
it may even never be recognized by the 
world at large, but it is yet present. 
A 
poem which becomes suddenly popular 
is generally dependant upon conditions 
which are either local or temporary; and 
it thus happens that such poems often 
lose their effect when the necessary con­ 
ditions no longer exist. 
Longfellow was a popular, but by no 
means a great or transcendant poet. 
Few 
magnificent dreams arose to him although 
he dreamed much. 
His poems arc rarely 
characterized by a deep and active pas­ 
sion. and there is not in all of them a siu- 
gle tumultuous outbreak of feeling that 
can be placed by the side of the hundreds 


fireside, at the place it ever seeks to ex­ 
alt. 
There can be said of it that which 
perhaps can not be said of some that is 
called greater: that it never presents a 
sentiment which might prove injurious. 
It requires no literary education to ap­ 
preciate its simple beauties: no tedious 
Commentators are needed to explain its 
many excellences, for they are open to all. 
And as long as the hearts of men remain 
pure and the interests of home are held 
sacred, Longfellow’s poetry will be read 
with undiminished pleasure. 
But Longfellow will be remembered 
in coming ages, chiefly as an exquisit* 
versifier. 
In this art he had but few 
equals and no superiors. 
Angelo and 
Raphael could do no more with the brush 
than he could with the pen. 
The artistic 
sense of each of his poems would of itself 
constitute a valuable and an endless 
study. 
No jarring words, no discords' 
mar the harmony of the verse. 
The 
thoughts delicately shade into one anoth­ 
er, and never appear abruptly. 
The dif­ 
ferent parts of the poem agree with each 
other so perfectly, and the general effect 
is so pleasing that they naturally suggest a 
beautiful painting or an exquisite statue. 
The verse is invariably harmonious and 
graceful’. 
There is in it a simple and 
spontaneous musicalness which is recog­ 
nized not alone by the educated sense, 
but by any car however dull. 
Longfellow was master of every form 
of versification. 
He did not, like most 
poets, confine himself to one particular 
meter, but, with equal ease, wrote in 
many. 
Evangeline, as a specimen of 
English Hexameter, has no equal, while 
The Song of Hiawatha is the most unique 
poem, as regards both versification and 
subject matter, that has ever been w rit­ 
ten. 
This faculty of artistic execution was a 
source of power to Longfellow. 
\V hat- 
ever he may have lacked of the true spir­ 
it of poetry he was enabled to supply by 
the beauty of his verse. 
In connection 
with this he was a man of great learn­ 
ing—perhaps the most learned of all po­ 
ets. 
The priceless stores of ancient and 
modern literature were open to him, and 
by the aid of his magic pen he has pre­ 
sented to us many most beautiful gems, 
invested, it is true, with different settings 
but with native brilliancy unimpaired. 
He traveled much in Europe, and a large 
portion of his shorter poems, such as the 
Tales of the Wayside Inn, consist of the 
legends and stories* which he there col­ 
lected. 
While he thus based his produc­ 
tions upon facts or traditions, he was in 
no sense a mere copyist; but he wove 
together his material in such a charming 
manner and introduced so many pleasant 
variations that the resulting plots were 
practically his own. 
Longfellow was no less eminent as a 
translator than as an author. 
His short­ 
er selections from the French, Spanish, 
German and Italian are said to be perfect 
representations of the original in both 
spirit and form. 
His translation of Dan 
te's Divina Commedia is universally re­ 
garded as the most artistic feat of a liter 
ary nature of this or of any other age, 
triumphing, as it docs, over the similar 
attempts of the greatest scholars of the 
world. 
We have thus enumerated a few of tin- 
many reasons for Longfellow’s unbound­ 
ed popularity as an author. 
We have 
seen that some were the results of mere 
circumstances, and others local or tempo­ 
rary in their nature. 
But most of them 
arose from his own intrinsic genius. 
In 
future ages when the true merits alone 
will be recognized, Longfellow will be 
loved and cherished most 
as a sweet 
singer. 
“ His fame will undoubtedly rest 
upon those short and exquisitely simple 
utterances which speak for the weary 
heart and aching brain of al! humanity.''
